Weathers a N»tional Necessity. 


An American aripy, no matter how 


large, perfectly trained or well equip- 
lied. would be of ilttle value iu defend- 
ing a country of au area as extensive 
as that of the United States unless 
adequate provision for its rapid trans- 
portation to needed points, together 
with the vast supplies of food and mu- 
nitions and othor necessary equh'noent. 
were assured, says tl»e New York 
World. 
Today the railroads are exerting 


themselves to fhe utmost to handle 
commercial traffic. It is no farfetched 
supposition that the added burden of 
military transportation would be the 
straw to the camel's back. Permanent 
highways should be available as an al- 
ternate and supplement to our rail- 
roads.

We have bad the military lesson of 


the good roads that saved France. 
Motorcars and motor trucks in sultt- 
clent numbers are at the call of the 
government. They are capable of traus- 
porting an arniy with all of its equip- 
ment The one limitation is that of 
roads. Permanent, durable, all weather 
roads are a national necessity in this 
connection. A system of suoh through 
connected roads i* required. 


We have one such road established, 


but not perfected. It is the Lincoln 
highway, connecting New York" and 
9an Francisco. Its location is such as 
to make it of 8rst importance at this 
time. An improved Lincoln highway 
would be a preparedness asset of un- 
told value to our country.

NEHEMIAH REBUILDS THE WALLS 


OF JERUSALEM. 


.Once more the Hebrews are in ex- 


ile in large numbers in Egypt, though 
not in bondage, and harm is not like- 
ly to' come -to them 'while under : the 
protection of the British Empire. The 
Turks have a strangle hold on Jeru- 
salem: It is. said that the ancient 
walls have been strengthened 
with 


modern cement- and that the Turkish 
garrison is officered by German en- 
gineers; -The Holy iCity is likely to 
suffer another siege, Gethsemene to be 
'trodden'-by attacking troops and Her- 
mon to echo to the thunder of long 
range guns. 
History . repeats itself 


and the page of current record 
is 
strangely like that of'the Old Testa^ 
ment annals. * * * * .Nehemiah's 
diary modestly says he "came to Jeru- 
salem^" He said nothing to any one 
of the purpose of his coming or o£ the 
royal letters patent in .s his 
pocket. 
He did nothing but observe, record 
and think. Then he took a slow njght 
ride about the city. There was moon- 
light .enough for his 
purpose, 
not 
enough to betray him to the few stray 
people who were about. He noted the 
number and size of the breaches in 
the wall and how 'far the towers had 
been truncated and the gates burned 
land how much labor 
and .material 


would be needed. When all data was 
in hand he called the natural lead'ers 
of the people together and said—not 
"I have come to put this city in a 
defensable conr"tlon" but "Ye see this 
distress that we are in, how Jerusalem 
lies waste and the gates thereof 
al-e 


burned with fire. 
Come! 
Let 
us 


build up the walls of Jerusalem that 
we be no more a reproach." Only then 
did he introduce the personal element 
and only so far as to say how good the 
hand of God had been upon him and 
finally the words the king had spoken. 
Led on so diplomatically was it any 
wonder that the people cried^'Let us 
rise up and build!" * * * * But 
never was a great national enterprise 
undertaken under more unfavorable 
circumstances. 
The 
laborers 
were 


few and comparatively inexperienced, 
the enemies many 
and exceedingly 
crafty. Instead of a clean, site a heap 
i of rubbish; 
conspiracy 
within, 
the 


! city and threatening advances of the 
enemy. But Nehemiah was more than 
a match for his ominous and exact- 
ins environment. John Foster 
has 


'said: "It is curious to see how space 
clears around a man of decisive spirit 
and leaves him room and freedom." 
The case in instance is an illustra- 
rion 
Such organizing and adminis- 


trative ability as Nehemiah displayed 
has rarely been surpassed. He fairly 
hypnotized the 
people. 
Everybody 
was interested. There was a\ good- 
natured rivalry. Thoroughly artmsed 
they stood. ready to repel invasion. 
Whether they worked or sopd guard 
their famine's were groupeti behind 
them and in the more distant' back- 
ground were their houses' and the 
temple so that they had a constant 
object lesuon to remind them that 
the work in which they were, engaged 
was for God ami home and -native 
land. 
In the incredible short space 


of fifty-two days the work was done. 
Happy'Nehemiah! as on the even- 
ing of the 
last day -fie- closed and 


barred the city gate. 
What joy to 
know that after the long exposure 
the House of. God. was safe. 
Thus 
terminated successfully a task which 
in Its magnitude,, difficulty and 
im- 


portance stands next .to. the building 
of'the temple' itself:

penalties for^misrenresentation of the 
quality of goods sold.

Both the growth of the body and its working capacity are dependent 


the amount and kind of food we eut. This should be borne In mind In thi 
days when our country needs our best efforts and every ounce of food must 
utilized to the utmost 


People must have protein substances to build up muscles nnd tissue. Thf 


protein is secured mainly from meats, eggs, milk and cheese, or from legumes 
and cereals. 


The legumes and cereals have such a large per cent of starches and sugar.' 


that if we were to depend entirely upon vegetables for our protein we would 
eat too much of the starches and sugar. Furthermore, the vegetable protein 
is not so easily digested as that found In animal food. For these reasons it Is 
usually thought best for us to eat a mixed diet and secure a considerable imrt 
of our protein from meats, eggs, milk and cheese. 


The best energy-producing foods are sugars nnd starches in cereals and 


vegetables. Corn, wheat, potatoes and rice should m:ike up a large purt of 
our diet. The fats are used in the same way as the sugars and starches, but 
have a much higher energy and fuel value and should be taken iii much 
smaller quantities. 
Fat Is secured from butter, oils, olives, fat meats, nuts, etc. Cereals and 


regetables contain a smnll quantity of fat- 
Fruits, green vegetables and relishes furnish bulk, juiciness, flavor nnd the 


needed mineral element. 
Water helps to dissolve and distribute the foods in the body and carries 


off the waste material. 


A great deal of water is supplied to us through food material, such as 


milk and green vegetables, but this Is not a sufficient amount. People should 
drink a great deal of water besides that consumed with meals.

He must pay 
the jobbers for the goods he sells you on credit and at a very low margin of 
profit. It is Unjust and burdensome for your grocer on butcher to have to pay 
interest on YOUR grocery or meat bills, which he does when you do not pay 
him..
